was ‘identified as. that..of Captain A, 
Froggart, of the China Merchants’ Steam 
Navigation Company, and in. command 
of the steamer Jren¢, and he was found 
with a bullet wound through the head, 

Captain ‘Froggart,: who was about 
‘thirty-five years of age, had been with 
the China “Merchants’ for a ‘number ‘of 
years, arid was most popular among & 
large circle ‘of friends, Upon the arrival 
of the /reve in Shanghai about three days 
ago, the V.-C. Daily News says, Captain 
Froggart reported an affair. that. had 
occurred on the voyage, when he ¢ncoun- 
tered uw disabled Japanese steamer in the’ 
vicinity * of the “mouth “of “the” Liaoho, 
According to his statement, the vessel had 
been abandoned, and .was . practically 
waterlogged, In. view of this, Captain 
Froggart had a number of articles trans- 
ferred from the steamer ty his own shiv. 
his intention ‘being to hand them‘over in 
Shanghai. When the. vessel arrived at 
Amoy, however, the Jrené was boarded by 
Japanese officials, . It, is stated: that 
Captain: Froggart mentioned.-the matter 
to the Customs officials, bué in the mean- 
‘time telegraph: messages. had been des- 
patched to a number of ports on. th 
China coast, and also to Japan, Captain 
Froggart appears to “have thought: that 
trouble would follow, and this seems to 
have unhinged his mind, resulting in. the 
sad tragedy on Thursday afternoon. 


According to a telegram from Dairen 
‘published in the Matazcht the Shikoku- 
maru (1,404 tons), owned by adapancse at 
Osaka, encountered a sudden storm about 
45 miles fromthe mouth -of the Liacho, 
and was disabled....On the. following 
morning a Chinese steamer which passed 
close by took no notice of their apneals 
for aid. - The Chicf Officer and_ Chief 
Engineer procecded: after. the Chinese 
stoamer in a boat and asked for heln: but 
the Chinese refused to do anything, saying 
that their vessel was a regular liner and 
Lamar hove in sight, and took the crew 
aboard, transhipping them about four 
hours afterwards. to the warship: Aheitse- 
|shima... The warship proceeded’ to >the 
spot where the Sirkoku-mart had been 
abandoned, and saw a Chinese. vessel 
apparently just steaming away from the: 
‘derelict, which was afire.. Tho-outhreak 
wag extingnishéd by tho Japanese sailors, 
and jt was discovered on ‘investigation. 
that the more valuable of the ship’s stores 
and.cargo had been stolen. ‘The derelict 
was_towed to Dairen, where “the affair 
was repdrted. The Civi ministration 
Office. wired to. the Japanese Consuls at 
Hongkong and Amey, in which direction
